HAY AND BARLEY. 

There is an old saying ; “ Never give 
advice—if a man is wise he does not 
need it, and if he is not wise he won't 
take it.” 
and therefore own 
should not be given, it need not be 
taken. The Buiierix will not pre- 
sume exactly to advise on the matters 
to which it proposes to allude, but it 
will lay the facts before the parties in- 
terested. 

The first matter is in regard to hay. 
The hay crop this season is not as good 
as usual, and in some localities it is 
difficult to get enough, but in others 
abundance for apparent 
Last year there 


But as this itself is advice, 


on its evidence 


there is an 
needs and more too. 
was a large amount of hay put up and 
the demand during the winter was not 
good, and so it is quite possible that 
there will be a tendency amongst farm- 
ers to cut only sufficient for their own 
requirements or perhaps, totrust to buy- 
ing a little, as they could have done so 
easily last winter. This is the more 
likely as harvest is certain to be carly, 
and following close on the heels of hay- 
ing will tend to shorten the time spent 
in haying and consequently the amount 
of hay putup. Where hay is hard to 
get it would of course be poor policy 
for a farmer ‘to spend time that could 
be more profitably employed in cutting 
hay on speculation. But it would be 
well to bear in mind that from all 
reports to date the hay crop in South- 
ern Alberta will be nothing at all, and 
that_unless fall rains occur to start the 
grass before winter, there will certainly 
be a large amount of hay required in 
that region before next spring. The 
C. P. R. has already given a reduction 
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in rates on hay to Calgary and Mac- 
Leod that makes the export to those 
places possible in case of a demand 
arising; and if the necessity occurs a 
further reduction is probable. This 
being the case it would be well for 
those who have good opportunities for 
putting up large quantities of hay to 
improve them as fully as possible, so as 
to be ready should the demand arise, 
as there is every probability that it will. 
Those who have not such good oppor- 
tunities for putting up hay should at 
least secure enough for their own re- 
quirements, while hay can be cut, in 
case the Southern demand should make 
hay scarce and dear at atime when 
they will need to buy, as was the case 
in many instances during the winter 
before last. In case the demand should 
not arise there would be a certain 


amount of loss on the extra hay cut, but 
some loss must be risked if a profit is to 
begained in any ordinary'business trans- 
saction, and it does not appear that the 
risk of loss in this case is out of pro- 
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portion to the profit that would acerue 
if matters turn out as expected. 

In regard to barley the Buntxtry has 
been credibly informed that there is a 
practically unlimited demand on the 
Pacific Coast for such barley as the 
Edmonton district produces, provided 
the grain is clean, is not of mixed vat- 
ities and is of proper color. Also, that 
such barley will command 5 cents more 
per bushel than can be paid for the best 
barley only suitable for feed by reason 
of its lacking these requirements. That 
is to say, if a farmer has a good field of 
barley it will pay him to the extent of 
5 cents a bushel to harvest and stack it 
carefully and keep it separate from in. 
ferior grain, and besides he will find a 
better demand for it at the advanced 


price than for feed barley.

THE C. P. R.’s NEW DEAL. 

If any person was laboring under the im- 
pression that the C. P. R. company could 
not nave the earth from the present gov- 
ernment and parliament for the asking, a 
careful perusal of the following act passed 
at the recent session of parliament will 
satisfy him to the contrary. At the time 
the act was introduced and to cover up its 
iniquity it was given out and generally be- 
lieved that its provisions would only apply 
to the section of country between Medicine 
Hat and Gleichen along the main line, a 
region that is generally supposed to require 
irrigation to make it valuable; and that 
the object of the act was to give the com- 
pany every opportunity to make an irri- 
gationexperiment there on anextensivescale. 
It will be observed, however, that there is 
not one word in the act as to where the 


land is to be selected or for what purpose, 
and there is no reason to suppose that, even 
ifthe company should experiment there, if 
it finds the results unsatisfactory that it 
would not take its land in a block or blocks 
elsewhere : 

1. Notwithstanding anything contained 
in the Dominion Lands Act, chapter fifty- 
four of the revised statutes, or in chapter 
one of the statutes of 1881 intituled an Act 
respecting the Canadian Pacific Railway, or 
in any other Act, the Governor in Council 
may, with the consent of the Canadian 
Pacitic Railway Company, grant so much 
of the subsidy in lands of the said Company 
as remains ungranted, wholly or in part in 
tracts of such area as he deems expedient, 
and including sections bearing even, as well 
as those bearing uneven numbers ; but such 
grant shall not include any land reserved 
under the Dominion Lands Act for the 
Hudson’s Bay Company unless and until 
the said Company have consented thereto, 
or any lands reserved under the said Act as 
school lands, unless and until other public 
lands of equal extent and value, as nearly 
as may be, have been set apart in lieu 
thereof. 

2. Where any such grant includes lands 
reserved for the Hudson’s Bay Company, 
after such consent as aforesaid, the Govern- 
or in Council may grant to the said Com- 
pany other lands equal in extent and value, 
as nearly as may be, in lieu thereof. 

2. The grants of lands so made shall in- 
clude the statutory allowance for roads 
between sections in the areas so granted, 
but shall be subject toa reserve of one 
acre out of every one hundred acres for the 
establishment of public highways to be 
defined ax hereinafter provided. 

3. The Minister of the interior may cause 
such pub'ic highway as he thinksZexpedient 
to be surveyed and set off through any 
tract of land granted under this Act, pro- 
vided the area taken for this purpose does 
not exceed the one one-hundredth part of 
the agregate area of such tract; and upon 
the approval by the Minister of any such 
survey, the area set off thereby shall become 
and be a public highway, and shall be open 
to the public for use as such.

An amendment to the Dominion lands 
act regarding settlement on school lands 
before survey provides ; ‘‘ That any person

DAIRY COMMISSIONER'S VISIT. 


The following information is contained 
in a poster received from the office of the 
dairy commissioner, Ottawa, dated May 
3rd 1894. 

The Dominion Government has made 
provision for the maintenance of two tra- 
velling dairies in Manitoba and the North- 
west Territories. They will be under the 
direction of the Dairy Commissioner for 
Dominion, The object of the travel- 
ling daries is to afford those who are en- 
yayed in butter-making an opportunity to 
yain further, exact, practical and helpful 
information on all parts of the process, 
from the separating of the cream to the 
printing and packing of the butter. One 
expert butter-maker and an assistant, with 
an outfit of dairy utensils, including a 
centrifugal cream separator, a churn, a 
butter-worker, a Babcock milk-tester, 
etc., ete., will compose each traveling 
dairy. Two days will be spent at every 
place which is visited, if the local commit- 
tee makes the necessary preparations of a 
place for meetings, a supply of milk and a 
supply of cream. The programme of in- 
structions and illustration will be arranged, 
as far as practicable, in accordance with 
the following time cards : 

First pay, 1070 12 a. M. 1. Runnin 
of centrifugal cream separator, and separat-g 
ing cream from about 10 gallons of milk to 
be supplied by the local committee; 2. 
Testing samples of milk; 3. Preparing 
about two gallons of cream, to be supplied 
hy the local committae; 2to5p.m. 4. 
Churning of cream supplied by the local 
committee; 5. Making butter, etc.; 6. 
Ripening of cream from centrifugal 
separator; 7. Address on butter-making. 

Sroonp Day, 9To 10 a. M. |. Testing 
samples of milk; 10to]2a.m. 2. Churn- 
ing cream from centrifugal cream separator, 
and making butter; 2to4p.m. 3. Run- 
ning the centrifugal cream separator; 4. 
|)iscussion on dairy. 

ReeurREMENTs. To enable the farmers, 
their wives and families to get as much 
henetit as possible from the practical teach 
ings of these travelling dairies, it is neces- 
sary that a local committee or individual, 
in every place to be visited, should arrange 
beforehand. 1. For a convenient place of 
meeting; 2. For a supply of about ten 
yallons of sweet whole milk, to be furnished 
on the morning of the first day; 3. For a 
supply of about two gallons of cream — 
el if practicable), also to be furnished on 
the morning of the first day; 4. For the 
distribution of bills, (which will be furnish- 
ed free) announcing the dates and places of 
meetings, widely and thoroughly in the 
surrounding country. Farmers are invited 
to bring samples of whole milk, of skimmed 
nuilk and of butter-milk, to be tested ; about 
half a tea-cupful is plenty for each sample. 

Imvortance. I urge the farmers and 
business men generally to avail themselves 
of the benefits which these travellingdairies 
are intended to give. The women from the 
farms are specially invited to be present at 
the meetings.

BY-LAW No. 77. | 


A BY-LAW TO PROVIDE FOR 


OF THE MUNICIPALITY. 


WHEREAS it is expedient that there should be raised 
by the Municipality of the Town of Edmonton the 
sum of $6,255 to enable the Municipality to repay 
the amounts, with interest borrowed by the Munici- 
pality for the severa! purpcses mentioned below 
that is ts say: : 
_ (1) $2,770 85, being a further amount expended 
in addition to the amount realized from the sale of 
debentures issued for the purpose of enabling the 
Municipality to erect a fire hall, to purchase certain 
fire apparatus for the use of the Municipality,and to 
provide means for a suitatle supply of water for the 
purpose of fire protection, and the sum of £158.77 for 
interest thereon to the lst day of October,1894:$273.13 
being the’amount expended for the purchase sur- 
Veying and fencing of a nuisance grouud for the 
use of the Municipality and otherwise in connection 
therewith, and the eum of $14.50 for interest thereon 
to the said Ist day of October, 1894 ; $1,571.25, being 
the amount expended for the purchase cf land for 
the purpose of opening a public highway, and the 
sum of $47.75 forintcrest thereon to the said Ist day of 
October, 1894 ; $800.00, being the amount expended 
for the purpose of obtaining a charter for a street 
railway for the benefit of the Municipality, and the 
sum of $23.47 for the interest thereon to the said 1st 
of October, 1894, the eight preceding items making 
a total sum of $5,664.72.

(2) AND $303.50, being the amount expended for 
the purchase of furniture and office apparatus for 
the use of the Municipality, and the

AND WHEREAS the aniount of the existing debt of 
the Municipality, other than current expenses and 
including the amount provided for in this By- 
law, is $46,215.98, whereof no part is in arrear, and 
whereof $45,150.26 is principal and $1,065.72 is 
interest ; 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient to borrow the said 
sum of 36,255.00 by the issue of debentures, $5,664.72 
of the principal whereof shall be repayable in twenty 
years aud $590.28 of the principal whereof shall be 
repayable in ten years from the date on which this 
By-law takes effect, and which shall bear interest in 
the ineantime payable hali-yearly at the rate of six 
per cent, per annum ; 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the 
repayment of the principal sum in each case by the 
creation of an equal yearly sinking fund; 

Axpb WuEREAS the total amount which will be re- 
quired to be raised annuaily by a special rate for the 
repaying the said sum of $5,664.72 by means ofa 
sinking fund as aforesaid and the interest thereon as 
aforesaid is $511.20 ; 

AND WueREAS the total amount which will be re- 
quired to be raised annually by a special rate for the 
repaytent of the said sum of $590.28 by means of a 
sinking fand as aforesaid and the interest thereon as 
aforesaid is $82.40 ; 

AND WukrEAs the annual special rate on the dollar 
required as being sufficient to pay the interest and to 
create the equal yearly sinking fund for tie payment 
of the said sum of $5,664.72 is fifty-two one- 
hundredths cf a mill ; 

AND WHEREAS the annual specia! rate on the dollar 
required as being sufticient to pay tte interest and 
to create an equal yearly sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the said sum of £599.28 is cight and one- 
half one-hundredths of a mill! ; 

THEREFORE the Mayor and Council of the Munici- 
cipality of the Town of Edmonton in Council 
assembled enact as follows: 

(1) This By-law is to take effect on the lst day of 
October, 1804. 

(2) The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow on the credit of the Municipality the said 
sum Of $5,664.72, and way issue debentures cf the 
Municipality to that amount repa) within 
twenty years from tie said Ist day of October, 1804, 
with interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum, 
payable half yearly. 

(3) For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required to be raised annually for paying the 
said intcre-t and creating an equal yearly sinking 
fund to be set apart for the payment of the said 
principal sum of 35,064.72 a special rate of fifty-two 
one-hundredths of a milion the doilar over and above 
all other rates and taxes shall be levied in the same 
manner and at the same time as the general Munici- 
pal, taxes upon the whole rateable property of the 
Municipality in each year for the period of twenty 
years from che said Ist day of October, 1394, being 
the period during which the said debentures wiil 
run. 

(4) The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow on the credit of the Municipality the said 
sum of $590.23 and issuc debentures of the munici- 
cipality to that amount repayable within ten years 
from the Ist day of October, 1804, with interest at 
the rate of six per cent. per annum, payabie half- 
yeariy. 

(5) For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required to be raised annually for paying the 
said interest and creating an equal yearly sinking 
fund to be set apart for payment of the said principal 
sum of $590.25, a special rate of eight and one-half 
one-hundredihs of a mill on the dollar over and above 
all other rates and taxes shall be levicd in the same 
manner and at the same time as the general Munici- 
pal taxes upon the whole rateable property of the 
Municipality in each year for the period of ten years 
from the said lst day of October, 1894, being the period 
during which the said debentures will run, 

(6) All such debentures shall be of such denomin- 
ations not bcing less than $100 as the Mavor and 
Clerk shall decide and shail be made payable at the 
Office of thejTreasurer of the Municipality at Edmon- 
ton, Alberta, North-West Territories, and shall have 
attached to them coupons for the payment of the 
interest. 

(7) Friday, the 10th day of Angust, 1594, between 
the hours of nine o'clock 1m the forenoon and five 
o'clock in the afternoon at the office of the Town 
Clerk Edmonton, is hereby fixed as the day and hour

GENERAL NEWS. 


About 300 of the 700 in the Thousand Is- 
lands, have been sold for $40,000. As these 
form the choicest half of the total valuation 
of $78,000 is not likely to be realized from 
the sale. 

On his return from Ottawa Joseph Mar- 
tin, M. P., For Winnipeg, told a Tribune 
reporter that A. W. Ross, M. P., is to be 
the new lieutenant governor of Manitoba. 

Free Press : C.O. Swanson, Dominion im- 
migration agent for the New England States, 
arrived in the city yesterday with a party of 
eighteen settlers ana seven delegated pros- 
pectors. They will proceed west to-morrow. 

Commercial : The crop outlook in Manito- 
ba is not materially changed, though the 
extremely warm Weather at the first of the 
week told on the crops, but it was speedily 
followed by cooler weather for the balance 
of the week. There were some light showers 
during the week, but from other points re- 
ports were coming in that the need of rain 
is beginning to be felt again. One general 
rain shower would bring the wheat through 
to harvest and would ensnre a better filling 
out of the heads. The outlook throughout 
Manitoba generally is for a moderate crop of 
wheat. The straw is short, but reported to 
be well headed. The best crops are in the 
northwestren districts, but wheat is not so 
much grown in these districts, more atten- 
tion being given to oats. From all points 
along the Manitoba Northwestern railway 
reports received this week are good, the crop 
being a week or more earlier than last year, 
and the yield from most points is expected 
to be considerably heavier than last year. 
The balance of Manitoba, including the 
principal wheat sections, will give only a 
moderate crop of wheat from present pros- 
pects, perhaps equal to last year, while oats 
promise a poor crop and will need more rain 
than wheat to put them throngh to harvest, 
as a good deal of the oat crop is late. The 
western portion of the wheat belt, along the 
main line of the Canadian Pacific Railway in 
Assinaboia territory, is very poor. The con- 
dition becomes worse going west after Broad- 
view is passed ; Indian Head, Qu’Appelle, 
Regina and Moose Jaw districts being very 
poor, and in some sections of these districts 
the crop is a total failure. 


Charlton moved the following amend- 
ment: ‘‘That the amount of taxation by 
customs duties in Canada was $12,782,824 in 
1878 and was $20,954,003 in 1893, an increse 
of $8,171,179. That the expenditure of Can- 
ada on account of consolidated fund was $23,- 
503,158 in 1878,and was $36,814,052 in 1893, 
an increase of $13,310,894; that the expendi- 
tures on account of ministration of justice, 
arts, agriculture and statistics, fisheries, 
quarantine, | judiciary, legislation, militia 
and defence, public works, superannuation, 
excise Northwest Territories, goverment 
mail subsidies and” steamship wloniiienn, 
civic goverment, adulteration of food, misel- 
laneous and Northwest mounted police 
amounted to $5,256,424, in L878 and to $10,- 
384,272 in 1893, an increase of $5,127,246, 
or 97 per cent; that while the increase of 
population of Canada from July 1. 1878, to 
July 1, 1893, did not exceefl 20 per cent. 
The increase of customs taxation for the 
same period was 63 per cent., and the in- 
crease of ex .nditure for the same period 
was 56 per cent. ; that this house expresses 
regret that the increase of customs taxation 
and of expenditure should have been per- 
mitted to reach a ratio three times greater 
than the increase of population since 1879; 
that the controllable expenditure should 
have been permitted to reach a still higher 
rat - ot “eye and that no inconsiderable 
portion of of the annual expenditure has 
been absorbed by grants odin or party or 
political pu and not in the public in- 
terest, and this house expresses the opinion 
that the enormous annual evpenditure places 
# burden upon Canada so serious in amount 
that strict honesty and rigid economy in the 
future management of the finances of the 
Doninion should be practised with a view 
to lessening the publicyburdens, Defeated 
by a large majority.
